This  speech  has  been  the  most  challenging  piece  of  work  that  I  have  ever  done,  but,  by  far  the 
most  satisfying.  I  want  this  to  be  my  finest  work,  because  this  is  the  finest  group  of  people  that 
I  could  present  it  to:  the  Graduating  Class  of  1994. 

Amid  the  class  there  is  a  candid  comfort  and  a  camaraderie  that  create  a  unique  blend  of 
Shawnigan  students.  We  have  developed  and  grown  over  the  last  five  years,  to  mature  from 
rambunctious  grade  eights  to  zealous  grade  twelves.  No-matter  what  grade  we  entered 
Shawnigan  we  have  become  part  of  the  network,  and  today,  when  we  graduate,  it  will  be  into 
the  next  era  of  our  lives.  As  Churchill  put  it,  "  Today  is  not  the  end,  noi  the  beginning  of  the  end,  it  is  the  end  of 
the  beginning."

It's  a  unique  kind  of  life  experience, 
more  valuable  than  we  give  it  credit  for.  and  one  day,  just  maybe,  we'll  i  ruly  value  the  school  for  all  that  it  has 
given  us. 

Our  ceremony  today  will  be  a  liberation  from  our  adolescence  and  from  the  restrictions  that  have  censored  our 
teenage  years.  To  our  parents  it  will  hold  the  satisfaction  that  only  a  parent  can  appreciate  and  we  all  owe  them  a 
great  deal  -  their  support  has  been  paramount  to  the  completion  of  our  Shawnigan  education.  I  feel  myself 
doubly  lucky  and  I  hope  that  some  of  my  classmates  can  attest  to  this  e.s  well  -  Shawnigan  has  brought  my 
family  closer  together.  Please  allow  me  the  indulgence  of  thanking  them  because  without  their  guidence  I 
wouldn't  be  here  addressing  you  today. 

To  the  class  I  have  no  parting  words  of  wisdom,  no  quote  that  will  inspire  you  through  all  life's  hardships:  I  tried 
to  find  one,  but  none  could  accurately  summarize  all  my  feelings  because  even  the  most  eloquently  written 
passage  cannot  explain  all  the  emotions  in  my  heart  at  this  moment.  I  dedicate  this  speech  to  all  the  graduates; 
all  the  time  it  took  and  all  the  memories  and  thoughts  it  provoked;  to  al  the  grads;  and  along  with  it  all  my 
hopes  and  aspirations  of  good  fortune.  I  look  forward  to  the  year  2004  when,  hopefully,  we  will  all  meet  up  again 
and  be  just  as  relaxed  and  as  comfortable  with  each  other  as  when  we  were  in  the  gentleman's  barn,  surrounded 

by  hay,  talking  to  the  cows  and  most  importantly,  talking  to  each  other  £nd  igniting  a  unity  that  will  never  expire.
